ernor. The Chief Executive of tbo 
State ia no more. He struggled valmut- 
ly for months with, and finally t>uc- 
combed to, a disease which baffled the 
•kill of the most eminent physicians of 
the Paeiflc Coast. Bravely but vainly 
he battled that hia life might be pro- 
longed for his family and people. He 
•was conscious and cheerful to the lasl, 
and mat his fate heroically. 


Governor Jones was of and from the 


people. He faithfully performed hia 
duty in every position v.-hich he occu- 
pied. A kind husband and father, a 
good c-itizen, a sympathetic and charit- 
able man, aad a conscientious, con- 
servative and efficient public official. 
Ha wa:> devoted to Nevada, i'a which be 
spent the years of his manhood, and 
his greatest ambition was to make its 
people prosperous and happy by doing 
all in his power to develop its natural 
resources. 'Io f i.rlhe'r this aim, though 
a State officer at the time, he espoused 
the silver cause aaJ was to the last a 
firm believer in its ultimate success. 
He was elected Governor iii ISOi and 
performed the duties of the office faith- 
fully and efficiently until advised to 
leave the State for medical tredtmeut. 
Hia friends were many, his enemies 
few, and a State laments his untimely 
death. 


DOING GOOD WOKK 


Under the gag rule now in vogue m 


the Houso of Representatives only u 
few aie permitted to address the House 
on any measure of public importance 
a:id those wuo ure nlloted the longest 
and most favoiable tirno to speak ou a 
question are in accord with the Spt^ 
ers ideas of the subject. This rule is 
deemed necessary by the partj ia 
power to secure legislation, aa tbeie 
are 356 membeis of the the House c'. 
if each and all were permitted 10 dis- 
cuss a lasasuro without limit as to 
time it would take a whole session Lo 
yet a bill through Congress. 


Uut there are active msmbers ol the 


House whose names do not appear m 
t!ia Congressional Record as often aa 
that of Mr. Dingley, Speaker Ike i's, 
lieutenant, and Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. Among 
these active members is Mr. Norlands 
of Nevada. He has spent days in dis- 
cussing important measures before the 
Banking and Currency and Foreign 
Rolatluxio Oommittooa, of vrhii/Li ho ic t, 
member, as \\ell as before other com- 
mittees of which he is not a member, 
when they are considering bills of im- 
portance to the Western country. The 
Banking and Currency CommiUeo has 
fixed a day to interrogate him on 
matters embodied in the Walker bill 
now before it. He has spoken in the 
House on the Cuban question, the bond 
bill, irrigation and the Bayard resolu- 
tions, and when Walkei's banking bill 
comes before the House he will en- 
deavor to get an hour to discuss it. 
Last week by special invitation he went 
to New York City and addressed a club 
of business and commercial men on 
the silver question. 
Of course the 


metropolitan papers, which are subsi- 
dized by the gold men, would not pub- 
lish his speech, as they could not re- 
fute the arguments which he advanced 
in favor of restoring silver to its 
historic place as a money metal. 


Mr. Newlands is doing good work for 


the silver cause and is recognized by 
men of all parties as an authority OJ 
finance. His three years service in the 
House has familiarized him with 'the 
routine of Congress and he has proved 
himself an efficient representative of 
the people. He gives personal atten- 
tion to all matters, whether they be of 
individual, local or general interest, 
which concern hisconstituents.and that 
is much more than can be truthfully 
said of some of bis predeceseors, and 
while petulant partisans for political 
purposes may find fault, reasonable, 
thinking people concur in the opinion 
that Franeis G. Newlands makes a 
very good Representative. 


NAVAL CADETS 


The inducements to enter the Naval 


Academy are much greater than at the 
Military Academy. There are more 
places for young officers in the navj 
than there are in the army. For sev- 
eral years it has been necessary to dis- 
miss a number of graduates from An- 
napolis with a year's pay, because there 
were no places for them. This year 
there are places for all who gradaate. 
The vacancies are not caused by an 


- extraordinary number of deaths or 


resignations, but by the retirement of 
young officers for disabilities. This 
has caused nineteen vacancies in the 
line, tweaty-flve in the engineer corps 
and one or two in the marine corps. 
The six-year cadets, who will probably 
gradaate at Annapolis iu June, num- 
ber S3. It is not expected that all will 
pass, as there is usually a number of 
failures, so there will be more positions 
than men. In the army there are more 
men than places. Therefore, an am- 
bitions young man would prefer u 
cadetship in the Naval Academy to a 
place in the Military Academy.
